Robert,  8th  Baron  Conyers  and  4th  Earl  of  Holderness,  the  eminent  diplo- 
matist. Born  in  1718,  educated  at  Westminster  School  and  Trinity  Hall,  Cam- 
bridge; Lord-Lieutenant  of  the  North  Riding  of  Yorkshire  1740;  Ambassador  to 
the  Republic  of  Venice,  1744-6;  Minister  Plenipotentiary  to  the  States  General  of 
the  United  Provinces,  1749-51;  Secretary  of  State,  1751-61;  Admiral  and  Warden 
of  the  Cinque  Ports;  died  March  16,  1778,  when  the  Earldom  became  extinct.  His 
only  daughter,  Anne,  Baroness  Conyers  married  Nov.  29,  1773,  the  Marquess  of 
Carmarthen,  who  in  1789,  became  5th  Duke  of  Leeds.  He  is  known  to  have  sat  to 
Reynolds  in  1755,  when  a younger  man.
